Tho %vritoi- rcnlly iniikcs 
out n worHO cnso for tho Government 
than wo did. In ondoavoring to exjilniu 
why tho tondor of Duncan MoDounld was 
thrown asido and tho award mado to 
Hay ward & Jonkinson at a figure $35,(100 
higher tUan Jiiotoonald'a bid, tho organ 
■ays: '■ 

"No doubt the Governmont were in n 
position to know vory well that it was ut- 
terly impossible for Mr. McDonald to 
perform tho contract at the price for 
wilich ho tendnrod, and that to havo ao- 
oopted his bid would luivo beon not ou)y 
certain ruin to liimsolf and his suretios, 
but tlint any lailuro on his part to fullU 
his contract would havo resulted iu 
trouble and delay in tho final complotiou 
of the work." 

How long is it, pray, since the Govern- 
ment became 80 tenderhearted towards 
contractors ? Almost on the very day 
that they cibioited ao remarkable an 
amount of concern for tho pockets of 
MciDonaUl and his frionda wo iiud the 
Govornmeut letting two contracts iu New 
Wostminster Uistiict at prices so ridicul- 
ously low that they have .since conio ujjon 
the contractor's sureties for default. It 
wottld appear, thou, tluit McDonald is a 
perfectly roHpouaiblo man, that no fault 
was to be found with his eurettes, and 
that tho reason why ho was not 
awarded the ooutracturoao from a senti- 
mental objection on the jjart of the Gov 
ernmOBt to havo him and his sureties 
loso money. Tho treasury is so ovei'- 
flowinf? with wealth that tho bagatelle 
of 835,000 was not to be considered 
for a- moment, and was virtually given as 
a cultusipatlack to Hayward '& Jenkinson, 
whoHo very first act was to putthemselves 
in commuuioatiou with Beed Bros. .whose 
bid they had snspicioaaly approached 
■w ilhiu $'2^2, for t^ie sill a of (he contnict. 
From tho very inception of negotiations 
for the sale the Government wore a par- 
ty. So far from discouraging thom on 
the Boore of delay and consequent injury 
to the Province they forward it by every 
nieuus in their power. Moro than four 
mouths aro consumed in thc^o negotia 
tions. Tho interest on the cost of .stacks 
of cement and heaps of costly macliinery 
purchased by the Government for dry- 
dock purposes arj eating thera up; hun- 
dreds of men aro leaving the Provinco 
unable to obtain the work promised by 
tho Attorney General in the House when 
ho said, 

"By August next wo shall have five 
huuilroil men nt work on the drydook." 

(prolonged cheering.) 

Tho people know that th:'.t pledge bus 
not been redeemed; — that iu j)luco of .'300 
there is not one man at work on tbo dry- 
dock. Now wo say that if tho Govern- 

to Hayward i Jenkinson should bo car- 
ried out by them the delay would not 
have ooourreJ. and the Premier's pledge 
wonld have been redeemed. We do not 
believe that Hayward and Jenkinson ever 
intended to construct the dam; but wo do 
believe that it can bo jirovod that they 
entered into it from tho first as a matter 
of speculation, and that they knew whiit 
the tender of Eeed Bros, was before they 
sent theirs in. In concluding its articlb 
tho Standard say : 

"We have no doubt nt all that in the 
end it will bo found that the chungp, vhii h 
htis Uikt'ii place icill I'esult in linu: .'•iiml in 
stead of time lost , and that the (rovnrn- 
nient, in as.scnting to the acceptance of 
the contract by so eminent <tnd rdUihle a 
firm as Reed Bros, i Co., acted iu the 
best interest of tho country." 

Here if an admission! After having in 
August congratulated tho country upon 
the contract falling into I be "re.sjjcjnbiblo'' 
hands of Hdyward & Jenkinson, iu De- 
cember the or|;aD expresses it as its deli- 
berate conviction that "the change that, 
has taken place is iu tho best interests cf 
tho country." Four nionihs' of precious 
time have been allowed to slip away uu- 
ini))roved while tbo first contra(!tors were 
jjeddling their contract through London, 
and in the end tho country is congratu 
lated .on the contract being sold into sucli 
excellent hands. In the first ijlaco, ob 
Bcrve, wo havo McDonald's tender thrown 
out because it was too low; then we lime 
liny ward k Jeiikinson's tender accented 
bi^iMUso they aro ''responsible," ami liiial- 
ly wo have tins country congratulated on 
tho contract reaching the hands of so 
"eminent and reliable a tirm as Heed 
Bros, Co. ' Tho inference, of course, 
being that the first contractors were nei 
tber "eminent" nor "reliable!" For those 
reasons we find the extraordinary conduct 
of tho Qovernnieiit in fiirtiienng tbo ne- 
gotiations HUd violatiii;; il." pleilg" t i have 
"five hundi iHl men eiiiplryed on the dock 
hv August," iiiiexplicalilo on any other 
hynolbesis than that thoy were parties to 
the sale and shared in tho booty, and the 
article of tho organ strengthens instead 
of weakens that belief.
